He  was  a quiet,  warm  man  who  never  stopped  giving.  He  gave  his  time,  energies,  talents, 
devotion,  and  understanding  to  sports  and  youth  guidance.  He  never  desired  credit  for  his 
numerous  accomplishments. 

Born  on  November  29,  1921,  in  Grass  Valley,  he  grew  up  in  Redwood  City  where  he  at- 
tended Sequoia  High.  He  received  his  college  education  in  Santa  Clara.  In  1948,  Caesar  came 
to  Berkeley  as  a probationary  teacher  in  the  Garfield  Junior  High  Physical  Education  Depart- 
ment. After  ten  years  of  teaching  at  Garfield,  he  came  to  Berkeley  High. 

"Cec"  was  one  of  the  founders  and  organizers  of  the  Berkeley  Youth  Baseball  League  and 
the  Berkeley  Babe  Ruth  League.  He  served  as  manager  of  Berkeley's  Post  7 American  Legion 
Ba  seball  Team  from  1953  to  1959.  During  his  last  year  with  the  team  it  won  the  District  10 
Pe  nnant  and  went  on  to  the  State  playoffs  in  Long  Beach. 

"Ce  c"  coached  the  varsity  swimmers  who  were  ACAL  Champions  in  the  1961,  '62 
seasons,  and  finished  second,  last  spring.  He  served  as  Junior  Varsity  Basketball  Coach  until 
last  season  when  he  moved  up  to  head  coach.  In  his  first  season  the  team  won  the  ACAL  title, 
and  went  on  to  the  Tournament  of  Champions  which  was  played  at  the  University  of  California's 
Harmon  Gym.  At  the  T.O.C.  they  went  all  the  way  to  the  finals  only  to  lose  to  McClymonds 
High  Sch  ool  in  an  overtime,  with  a score  of  66-65. 

Caesar  Gomez  was  a fine  man  and  will  be  remembered  always  by  family,  friends,  associ- 
ates, and  students. 
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Over  the  years  there  have  been  many  discussions  relative  to  the  pros  and  cons  of  one  high 
school  for  the  City  of  Berkeley.  There  are  undoubtedly  many  advantages  and  disadvantages 
in  having  only  one  school  but  on  this  occasion  I would  like  to  point  out  some  of  the  advantages. 

We  must  face  the  fact  that  if  we  are  going  to  learn  to  live  together  in  this  world  as  adults, 
we  had  better  start  at  an  early  age  to  learn  to  judge  and  appreciate  the  individual  for  what 
he  is  and  not  on  the  basis  of  his  ethnic  group,  skin  color  or  religious  beliefs. 

Have  you  wondered  why  Berkeley  has  taken  the  lead  in  doing  something  about  race  rela- 
tions, housing,  integration  in  school,  etc.?  Having  only  one  high  school  has  pin-pointed  the 
problems  and  brought  them  to  the  attention  of  all  Berkeley  citizens  because  all  Berkeley's 
children  attend  Berkeley  High  School. 

In  the  opinions  of  many  people,  students  who  graduate  from  Berkeley  High  School  are 
better  prepared  to  deal  with  life's  problems  in  their  adult  world.  Many  graduates  of  Berkeley 
High  have  expressed  their  gratitude  for  their  privilege  of  attending  such  an  integrated  school.

It  has  been  four  years  since  Berkeley  High  won  the  Bellamy  Award.  In  1959  Berkeley  High  School 
was  honored  as  the  outstanding  California  high  school  when  it  received  a flag  and  plaque  signifying  its 
excellence.  This  year  the  state  of  Tennessee  was  picked  to  have  a high  school  receive  the  award.  Central 
High  School  in  the  city  of  Chattanooga  was  the  ultimate  choice  of  the  Bellamy  Award  Advisory  Commit- 
tee. I was  fortunate  enough  to  represent  Berkeley  High  in  the  ceremonies  held  in  Chattanooga  on 
October  I Ith.  The  experience  was  not  one  I shall  soon  forget. 

Besides  honoring  a high  school,  the  Bellamy  Award  is  designed  to  perpetuate  the  memory  of  Francis 
Bellamy,  author  of  the  Pledge  of  Allegiance.  The  award  ceremony  included  patriotic  music,  a flag  cere- 
mony, speeches  from  representatives  of  former  Bellamy  Award  winners,  and  an  inspiring  speech  by  the 
honorable  Frank  Clement,  Governor  of  Tennessee.  All  in  all  the  ceremony  reminded  those  in  attendance 
of  the  many  sacrifices  made  by  unselfish  men  in  the  struggle  for  a free  United  States. 

The  whole  ceremony  would  have  been  less  meaningful  were  it  not  for  the  lessons  it  taught  me.  Of 
course  honoring  our  heritage  is  important  because  by  doing  so  we  learn  why  we  are  what  we  are.  But 
more  important  is  learning  the  obligation  we  have  to  those  who  have  sacrificed  their  lives  for  our  benefit. 
We  have  an  obligation  to  continue  our  heritage  of  freedom.  For  me  the  lesson  was  driven  home  by 
noting  the  irony  of  conducting  a ceremony  honoring  freedom  in  a place  where  people  with  dark  skins 
are  not  free  The  brutal  fact  of  our  failure  as  a free  nation  cannot  be  escaped  upon  noting  the  condition 
of  the  Negro  in  the  South.  The  future  of  democracy  relies  on  the  solution  of  the  race  problem  by  the  great 
patriots  of  our  time. 

All  Americans  must  rally  to  the  cause  of  freedom.  The  inequality  of  races  is  not  confined  to  the  South 
alone.  Perhaps  the  South  has  more  outward  expressions  of  racial  inequalities,  but  the  mental  condition  of 
one  race  feeling  superior  to  another  is  universal.  The  Bellamy  Award  was  a reminder  to  me  that  when  we 
say  the  Pledge  of  Allegiance  we  are  pledging  ourselves  to  the  idea  that  all  men  are  created  equal.
